front on Aug. 13. 


They took up a position in the 


Toul sector and participated in the 
St. Mlhlel drive.

they went to the Argonne forest. Af- 
ter the Germans had been driven from 
the Argonne they took up the chase 
in the direction of Sedan, and took 
position near Verrlers, 
$t was In 


the Argonne that the regiment saw 
its hardest fighting. 


TO DRIVE ON" METZ. 


At this stage it was found that the 


American forces had more artillery 
concentrated there than was need- 
ed and the regiment was ordered 
back and to near Verdun to take a 
hand in the great Metz drive, the 
drive that was to crush the power of 


ormany. The drive never material- 


ized for the reason that the Germans 
foresaw their doom and the armistice 
ivaa signed.

COST TO MILE. 


Frank L. Bennett, director of pub- 


lic works, states that the average cost 
a mile of roads let is $27,900 instead 
of 518,000 which was the estimated 
cost when the sixty million dollar 
bond issue was authorized by the leg- 
islature.
